The Company's Officers. 

Mayor Lee's -tiuMlif c^uestion is: Were Mr. Rufns Dryden or 
Charles A. Walther ever en the payroll of your company? 

We do not understand this (question, but we wiir say that the tren- 
tlenien named were never on the company's payroll. .Further than tliat 
they were never, in^ny way, connected with the oompaoy, nor did they 
ever receive from it any pay. 

The fourth question asked is: How many Officers, (has the com* 
pany) what are their salaries and who are they ? 

The parenthesis are ours. 

This questiou strikes us as being unnecessary and somewhat im- 
pertinent. 

In the first place, Maysville is not so large that a public man like 
Mayor Lee can be uninformed as to the officers of a public service cor- 
poration. Secondly, Mayor Lee is not a stockholder in this company, 
sd it is really none of his basiness what salariea it pays. 

However, as we promised in the beginning to rej^y to all of the 
Mayor's qucttions. we'll answer. 

The M/iysville Gas Company has one officer, Horace J. Cochran^ 
whocombicbs the duties of presidentand manager. His salary is $1,000 a 
Tht^ is tli<' ii'y salary allowed to any member of the directorate.

That is to sty, the president and manager is allowed that salary by 

vote of the directors. As a matter of fact, Mr. Cochran's salary 
and that of bis father, R. A. Cochran, who held the office before him, at 
» similar salary, are some thousands of dollars in arrears. 

This is due to the fact that, owing to the needs of the company, ir 
was deemed best to suspend^ tmyroent of the president's salary for some 
years. No interest has ever necn paid or deinanded on these «rre«rh. 

Now, for this $1,U00 a year — a large part of which is unpaid — the 
coQipany has had not only the services of Its president and manager,. 
)>at It has also had the benefit of the best legal advice and service when 
vuch was necessary. This advice and serviee has never been ehaq;ed 
against the company. 

JhjpciivAf than that, the company was, for year^, supplied with office 
a Ouui free of all rent, and it is only sinqe the growth of the company 
rendered necessary the exclusive ooonpaney by it of ite pr«Mat qoartert, 
that any rent has been charged. 

This rent has never been paid, because it was felt by the Coehran 
Estate, which owns the building, that the money eould be used to bet> 
ter advant^^o in building up the company^s property for the benefit of 
the stockholders.
